Chicago,  Feb.  11— It  ia  said  that  none  of 
the  convicted  county  boodlers  or  the 
tradesmen  implicated  in  the  stupendous 
frauds  upon  the  county  which  created  so 
much  excitement  last  summer,  are  now 
connected  with  any  of  the  secret  societies 
with  which  they  were  identified  in  days 
gone  by.  The  various  Iodge<i  of  the  Masonic 
order  have  expelled  all  the  conv-cted 
boodlers  who  were  upon  the  roll  of  nif  ui- 
bership  and  they  have  been  forced  to 
savere  their  connection  with  minor  societ- 
ies of  which  they  were  formerly  shining 
lights.  The  latest  individual  to  feel  the 
effect  of  this  moral  boycott  is  Nick  Schnei- 
der, the  boodling  boiler  maker.  Ho  whh 
Tyler  of  Logan  Tribe  of  the  Order  of  Red 
Men,  but  a  court  of  inquiry  decided  that 
he  was  a  corruotionist  and  recommended 
his  expulsion.  Uia  friends  made  a  strenu- 
ous effort  to  save  him  but  without  effect 
and  this  week  a  Iodide  meeting  bounced 
him  without  ceremony. 

An  Important  Case. 

Chicago,  Feb.  11.— Papers  have  been 
filed  in  the  United  States  court  in  a  case 
which  is  likely  to  attract  considerable  at- 
tention in  the  publishing  trade.  The  plain 
tiffs  are  Bryan,  Taylor  &  company,  the  ex- 
tensive publishers  of  New  York  and  the  de- 
fendants, the  Fairbanks  Palmer  Publish- 
ing company,  of  this  city.  The  suit  is  for 
a  permanent  injunction  and  an  accounting. 
On  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  it  is  claimed  that 
they  sold  to  the  Fairbanks  Palmer  com- 
pany nineteen  maps  of  the  principal  cities 
of  the  United  8tat  s  for  use  only  in  Gas- 
kell's  Atlas  of  the  world  of  which  the  de- 
fendants are  the  publishers  and  of  which 
the  complainants,  under  an  Rgreement  were 
to  be  the  sole  agents.  It  is  charged,  how- 
ever, that  these  maps  have  appeart^d  in 
what  in  known  us  the 
Atlas,  publishing  by  the 
Publishing  company  and 
Palmer  is  president  and  a 
The  complainants  therefore 
they  have  been  deprived  of  the  emoluments 
which  they  would  have  enjoyed  but  for  the 
allegei  illegitimate  use  of  said  maps,  and 
therefore  ask  for  a  permanent  injunction 
prohibiting  such  use  and  an  arcounting  for 
damages  for  losses  sustained  since  last  May. 
It  is  said  that  Fairbanks  disclaims  all 
knowledsje  of  the  Standard  company  of 
which  Palmer,  his  partner,  is  president, 
although  the  latter  has  been  travelling  and 
placing  the  opposition  work  in  the  same 
places  where  the  complainan*'«  held  the  ex- 
clusive contract  for  Gaskf-U's  work.  The 
argument  for  an  injunction  will  come  up 
today  or  Monday.

George  and  McOlyna,  Prophet  and  Priest 
Piot  the  Uaited  Labor  Party.  Have  a  Mis- 
understanding. 

New  York,  Feb.  11.— The  Times  says: 
The  speech  of  Dr.  McGIynn  at  Pytha- 
goras hall,  Thursday,  breaking  away  en- 
tirely from  Henry  George  and  declaring 
that  he  no  longer  wanted  him  as  a  presi- 
denential  candidate  has  caused  great  ex- 
citement in  the  United  Labor  party.  It  is 
not  improbable  that  a  split  will  take  place. 
Some  are  taking  sides  with  George,  others 
with  McGIynn.  The  socialists  are  delighted 
over  the  quarrel  between  the  prophet  and 
the  priest  of  the  United  Labor  party.  The 
friendi*  of  George  ascribe  the  split  to  Gay- 
bert  Barnes,  secretary  of  the  Land  and 
Labor  party,  who  they  say,  is  itching  to 
get  into  the  service  of  the  Blaine  crowd. 
Barnes  intends  to  deliver  over  the  United 
Labor  party  to  Bluine  by  drawing  away 
workingmen's  votes  from  the  Democratic 
party  in  doubtful  states.  George  declined 
to  be  seen . 

A  Chippewa  Claim. 

Ashland,  Wis..  Feb.  11. —  Under  the 
treaty  of  1842  and  another  of  186g  withthe 
government  the  various  bauds  of  Chippewa 
Indians  who  are  now  represented  by  a  few 
seuii-civilized  full-bloods  and  a  large  number 
of  halt-breeds  were  to  receive  a  large  sum  for 
certain  lands.  This  amount,  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $250,000,  was  to  have  been 
paid  annually.  Up  to  the  rebellion  pay- 
ments were  promptly  made.  Following 
the  close  of  the  war  the  Indians  only  re- 
ceived a  small  portion  of  their  dues,  and 
finally  the  payments  ceased  altogether. 
Altogether  they  claim  a  balance  of  $70,000 
with  interest  from  1868.  Old  bucks  will 
call  on  President  Cleveland  and  lay  their 
clain^  before  him.

The  service  was  conducted  by 
Bishop  Welles,  of  Milwaukee,  assisted  by 
Rev.  Arthur  Piper,  rector  of  St.  Luke's, 
Jewell,  of  Racine  college,  and  other  divines. 
It  was  full  choral,  St.  Luke's  choir  being 
assisted  by  All  Saints'  choir,  of  Milwaukee.

EvANBViLLK,  Ind.,  Feb.  11— Newa  has 
just  reached  this  city  of  a  keinous  crime 
committed  in  the  southern  part  of  Wabash 
county,  Illinois.  Last  Monday  Gwin 
Henoker,  a  young  man  oJ  the  neighbor- 
hood, accompanied  the  young  daughter  of 
a  leading  farmer  to  church  in  the  evening. 
While  returning  home  he  assaulted  her. 
After  threatening  her  life  if  she  told  what 
had  been  done  he  left  her  in  the 
forest  and  disappeared.  The  prl  reached 
home,  and,  tearing  th«i  vengeance  of 
Henoker,  did  not  tell  her  f.ither  until  the 
folowing  day,  when  her  stiange  demeanor 
excited  the  suspicions  of  tlie  family,  and 
the  horrible  secret  was  wrung  from  her. 
The  news  spread  rapidly,  and  a  lynching 
party  was  organized  to  hunt  down  the  mis- 
creant.

Alexander  O'Neil  is  the  name  of  an  ex- 
plorer who  missed  a  roll  of  money  amount- 
idg  to  almost  $100  from  hie  pocket  about 
the  16th  of  January  last.

Ph  111  and  Mt  ft)r  thai, 
city  Wednesday  determiied  to  return 
with  his  man.  In  the  saint  ly  citiy  he  foun(^

for  the  United  States  army  where  ha  had 
cnlisteu  and  from  whence  he  was  to  have 
left  yesterday  for  Ft.  Leavenworth,  Kas. 
The  detective  presented  his  documents  to 
the  officers  in  charge  and  returned  to  Du- 
luth  this  morning  with  the  would-f)e  soldier 
in  charge.

THIS  EVENING. 


A  Gathering  of  Notables  at  Delmonlco'a 
to  Commemorate  the  Anniversary  of  the 
Matyr  President's  Birth-Covers  to  be 
Laid  for  Three  Hundred  Onests-As 
Every  Other  Gathering  of  Late  It  Will 
Partalie  of  Politics. 


New  York,  Feb.  11.— Republican  nota- 
blea,  who  will  grace  the  tables  at  the  Lin- 
cqln  birthday  banquet  which  takea  place 
at  Delmonico'a  tonight  under  the  auapicea  of 
the  Republican  club,  are  arriving  in  force 
on  the  morning  trains.  Covers  will  be  laid 
for  three  hundred  and  fifty  guests,  and  over 

one  of  the  most  elaborate  menu's  that  Del- 
monico's  has  provided,  speeches  will  be 
made  which  will  aound  the  keynote  of  the 
coming  Republican  campaign.  This  in  fact 
is  the  real  purpose  of  the  banquet.  Senator 
Sherman  who  spoke  in  Providence  last 
right  will  be  here  and  so  wili  bo  Senatot-3 
Evarts,  Allison,  of  Iowa;  Spooner,  of  Wis- 
consin; Mandersou,  of  Nebraska;  Warner 
Miller,  McHinley,  of  Ohio,  all  of  whom  are 
on  the  list  of  speakers,  and  Simon  Cameron, 
Senator  Hiscock,  ex-Postmoater  General 
Hatton,  Sam'l  Piatt,  Governors  Ames,  of 
Massachusetts,  and  Soundsberry,  of  Con- 
necticut. It  will  be  one  of  the  most  notable 
political  gatherings  in  this  city  since  '^he 
war.  

"ADONIS"  DIXEY. 

The  FaAclnatiug    Young   Comedian    lu    a 
New  Kole. 

Chicago,  Feb.  11.— Henry  E.  Dixey,  in 
role  of  pursued  debtor,  may  not  be  as 
pretty  as  when  he  is  in  the  role  of  Adonis, 
but  he  8e<^ms  quite  as  successful.  He  gave 
a  special  representation  in  the  sheriff's 
office  last  evening  of  the  former  character, 
and  strangely  enough  seemed  to  be  on  very 
familiar  terms  with  all  of  Mr.  Mataon's 
deputies.  One  man  went  so  far  as  to 
remark  that  Dixey'e  acquaintance  in 
Chicago  was  remarkable.  Dixey  was  ac- 
companied to  the  sheriff's  ofiice  by 
George  G.  Newberry,  who  signed  his  name 
to  a  bond  for  $4,000  under  that  of 
Dixey,  who  us  usual,  took  the  leading  part. 
Dixey  was  smoking  a  cigar.  He  wore  a 
plug  hat  and  a  theatrical  trimmed  over- 
coat, and  had  his  Mephietopheles  facial  ex- 
pression with  him.  "I  won't  give  him  a 
cent."  said  the  comedian;  "I  II  fight  'im 
until  he  has  me  down  and  gets  his  foot  on 
my  neck,  and  then  I'll  fight  'im."  Mr. 
Dixey  by  "'im"  raean't  Duncan  B.  Harri- 
sim  who,  on  Tuesday,  sued  out  a  writ  of 
attachment  againht  Dixey's  wardrobe  on  a 
claim  of  $1,7(>4,  under  which  oue  of  Mr. 
Matson'a  most  attractive  deputies  levied 
on  one  cluster  diamond  stud,  one  diamond 
jeweled  souvenir  medalion,  and  one  trunk 
fall  of  wigs,  costumes  and  cosmetics,  w^hich 
lend  a  charm  to  Adonis'  features  and  cover 
graceful  form  with  a  pretense  uf  clothing. 
The  bond  was  given  so  that  the  disagree- 
ble  presence  of  the  sheriff's  officer  would  be 
removed  while  Dixey  was  merging  from  the 
one  to  the  otbe^of  his  dual  characters. 
The  bond  was  accepted  and  Mr.  Dixey  left 
the  sheriff's  office,  but  he  was  not  alone.  A 
sly  consti^  ble  from  a  South  Side  justice 
ofiice  had  lieeu  waHing  for  him,  and  fol- 
lowed close  on  his  footsteps  as  he  went 
back  to  the  opera  house,  and  his  wigs. 

MUSIC'S  CHARMS   INEFFECTUAL. 

A  Swede's  Savage  Assault  With  a  Razor  at 
a  Singing  School. 

Loganbpobt,  Ind.,  Feb.  1 1.— An  old  fash- 
ioned singing  school  waa  held  at  Sandridge 
achool  house  last  evening,  among  the  num- 
ber being  a  son  of  Samuel  McMullen,*  of 
Noble  township,  who  recently  figured  in  a 
blackmailing  suit  in  the  circuit  court,  and 
H  Swede,  whose  name  could  not 
be  learned,  T'ho  is  working  for  William 
Moss.  McMullen  and  the  Swede  during 
the  evening  engaged  in  a  quarrel  ovet  a 
trivial  matter  connected  with  the  singing 
exercises,  and  the  Swede,  becoming  enraged, 
drew  a  razor  and  inflicted  a  deep  cut  fully 
ten  inches  in  length  in  McMuUeo'a  right 
sidt-,  exporting  the  bowels,  and  continued 
his  murderous  uttHck  by  slashing  his  help- 
less victim  six  times  on  the  left  arm,  cutting 
the  flush  to  the  bone  from  the  elbow  to  the 
wrist.    McMullen's  recovery  is  doubtful. 


THE  OPIUM  RING. 

The     Chief     Believed  to  Have  Been  Cap- 
tured Near  Watertown,  N.  T. 

Wateptown,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  11.— Near  Phila- 
delphia, this  county,  yesterday,  seventy- 
eight  packages  of  opium  were  found  in  the 
barn  of  Ephraim  Gardner,  who  was  arrest- 
ed Tuesday  night,  and  from  whom  1,000 
pounds  of  opium  was  taken  by  the  officials 
at  the  time.

But  it  will  not  stop  at  wheat  or 
iron.  There  are  many  million  tons  of  sil- 
and  and  copper  In  the  country  tributary  to 
Duluth  and  there  are  forests  of  pine  and 
hardwood.  These  too  will  be  drawn  upon 
and  the  Duluth  of  1898  will  be  a  city  of 
machine  shops  and  of  wood*working  estab- 
lishments, of  smelters  and  blast  furnaces, 
of  flouring  mills  and  of  meat  packing  e<;- 
tablishments.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  if 
the  people  of  this  city  realize  what  the  fu- 
ture has  in  store  for  them.  They  cannot 
conceive  of ^the  changes  that  the  next  ten 
years  will  bring,  not  even  by  contemplating 
the  development  of  the  past  ten  years. 

Picking  up  a  Minneapolis  Joarnal  this 
morning  we  notice  that  it  is  therein  charged 
that  Duluth  is  paying  2^}^  cents  per  bushel 
more  for  wbeat  than  the  market  priee,  and 
they  profess  to  have  found  the  secret  for 
this  in  the  fact  that  we  must  have  wheat  to 
fill  our  elevators.  Last  fall  Minneapolis 
felt  that  it  must  have  wheat  for  its  mills 
and  bid  up  about  this  amount  above  the 
market  to  get  it  trusting  to  some  combina- 
tion with  the  railroad  companies  to  enable 
them  to  get  even.  But  the  competition  of 
the  "Soo"  road  has  changed  the  situation 
as  noted  in  the  beginning  of  this  article, 
aad  in  that  and  in  our  advantages  of  trans- 
portation by  lake,  may  be  found  the  secret 
which  is  troubling  the  Journal.  The  idea 
that  Duluth  is  paying  2^^  cents  more  than 
the  market  price  for  wheat  just  for  the  pri- 
vilege of  putting  it  in  her  elevators  and 
taking  it  out  again  is  too  absurd.  But  the 
fact  that  such  an  intimation  is  pub- 
li.ohed  in  a  Minneapolis  paper  is  the  very 
best  of  proof  that  the  change  in  the  situa 
tion  is  realized.

When  the  Duluth,  "onth  Shore  &  Atlantic 
railroad   became  an  assured  thing   Duloth 
with   pride   contemplated   the   advantages 
that   would   grow   out  of   it  and  declared 
that  its  oonstrnction  would  assure  Dulnth's 
independence   and    place   it   on    an  eqnal 
footing  with  Chicago.       We  gained  much 
satisfaction  from  this  idea  for  a  time,  and 
bragged  of  it  so  much  that  our  rival  cities 
at  the  head  of   navigation   on   the   Missis- 
sippi  cast   about   for   some  way  to  defeat 
the  provisions  of  the  inter-state  commerce

A  half  dollar  was  placed  over  one 
eye  which  had  not  been  mutilated.  James 
Huahes,  a  lumb<^rman.  loafing  around  the 
body  for  a  time,  and  at  l.nst  when  nobody 
was  looking,  stole  the  half  dollar  and  put  a 
penny  in  its  place.  The  fellow  we^i  at  once 
arrested.    He  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  held. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Michigan  Gold  com- 
pany, composed  of  Cleveland  and  Chicago 
capitalists,  announced  suspension  of  work 
on  the  gold  operations  north  of  this  city 
The  tract  on  which  they  are  operating  ad- 
joing  the  Lake  Superior  company's  $40, 
000  find,  and  the  possession  is  disputed  by 
a  Pittsburg  and  Marquette  syndicate,  who, 
believing  the  wOrks  to  be  abandoned,  took 
steps  to  secure  samples  of  the  rock  at  the 
bottom  of  an  eighty  foot  shaft  sunk  in  the 
vein  by  the  Cleveland  company.  The  lat- 
ter have  concealed  from  the  public  all  in- 
formation concerning  the  work  and  grade 
of  rock.  Assays  have  now  yielded  $365.28 
to  the  ton  in  gold  and  silver,  -  establishing 
the  great  valu«  of  property,  the  vein  having 
l)een  uncovered  600  feet.  Suit  is  now  pend- 
ing in  court  here  for  possession.  Both  par- 
ties are  backed  by  millions.

become  frightened  at  their  empty  grain  bins 
and  consequent  blank  dividends.  With  no 
hope  of  wh^at  going  there  from  this  crop 
under  stimulus  of  the  natural  laws  of  trade, 
the  companies  are  now  applying  force  to 
get  storage  earnings  for  their  elevators. 
Owners  are  now  bidding  2%  centsaboveDu- 
luth  cash  prices  for  wheat  to  arrive  there 
to  fill  them.  The  object  is  to  have  the 
houses  earning  something.  By  paying  77?4 
and  selling  May  at  80  with  the  wheat  still 
subject  to  2^0  elevator  charges,  there  is  little 
money  in  the  operation. 

The  bidding  has,  so  far,  not  been  open,  as 
it  might  excite  the  Duluth  market,  and 
compel  them  to  pay  too  high  prices  for  the 
small  amount  ol  wheat  drifting  that  way 
without  the  application  of  the  2%  cent  pre- 
mium. Elevators  at  Peoria  and  in  Chicago 
were  tilled  from  Minneapolis,  to  make  them 
earn  storage,  earlier  in  the  season  and  at  a 
time  that  will  show  better  financial  results 
for  the  owners.  Whoever  may  have  doubt- 
ed the  supremacy  of  this  city  as  the  great 
wljeat  center  cannot  consistently  doubt 
longer.  Chicago  and  Peoria,  the  great 
wheat  centers  of  .Illinois,  now  come  here 
and  buy  wheat,  diverting  it  out  of  its  na- 
tural channel  at  considerable  expense,  to 
have  something  to  hold  in  their  useless 
warehouses  to  make  them  earn  something. 
Duluih  is  now  doing  quite  the  same  thing. 

The  above  is  absurd,  and  were  it  not 
liable  to  be  the  cause  of  false  ideas  would 
be  simply  laughable.  Duluth  had  last  year 
about  14.000,000  bushels  wheat  capacity, 
which  was  all  filled  early  in  the  winter  and 
since  that  time  new  companies  have  added 
5,700,000  bushels  capacity,  4,200,000 
bushels  of  which  is  of  the  so-called  Sawyer 
system.  This  is  the  only  elevator  company 
here  that  is  buying  wheat  to  fill  its  houses, 
the  houses  having  been  built  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  storing  the  company's  own 
grain.  Mr.  Sawyer  shipped  here  2,500,- 
000  bush«ls  of  wheat  for  his  houses  early 
in  the  winter  and  since  that  time  has 
bought  nothing  for  his  elevators  here,  both 
of  the  two  completed  being  filled.  Now  the 
third  house  is  about  ready  to  receive  and 
he  is  buying  to  fill  it. 

Minneapfilis  prices  have  been  two  and 
even  three  cents  higher  than  Duluth  for 
some  time  past  and  even  at  that  advance 
millers  dependig  on  country  supplies  have 
had  scarcely  enough  wheat  to  keep  their 
rolls  going  but  have  had  to  scurry  round 
and  make  all  manner  of  deals  to  secure 
grain,  so  little  caineinto  Minneapolis  above 
the  requirements  for  shipping  to  interior 
mills.  One  of  their  schemes  was  even  to 
make  ready  to  draw  supplies  from  Duluth 
by  getting  a  three  cent  wheat  rate  over  the 
St.  Paul  &  Duluth,  and  now  in  the  face  of 
this  they  claim  Duluth  is  no  market!  Truly 
those  Minneapolis  fellows  will  nay  any- 
thing to  prove  their  side  of  a  bad  story. 

A  short  crop,  railroad  blockades,  unpre- 
cedented shipments  just  before  the.  close  of 
navigation,  and  the  unusnal  demand  from 
interior  mills,  have  all  combined  to  make 
the  receipts  at  Duluth  since  December  1st, 
only  about  7,000,000  bushels  but  for  a 
place  which  is  "outside  the  natural  chan- 
nels of  trade"  this  is  pretty  fair  and  it  will 
be  increased  by  5,000,000  bushels  before 
May  1st.

A  SCKEED  AT  DCLrTH— TnE  TSBAL  THINO 
WHK.N  MINNEAPOLIS  PEOPLE  SEE  THE 
ZKNITB  CITT  TAKING  AM  EXTBA  START. 

Under  the  following  caption  the  Minne- 
apolis Journal  prints  a  lot  of  stuH  it  is 
pleased  to  call  a  secret:  "Duluth's  Dilem- 
ma—Empty elevators  frighten  the  city  by 
the  lake— Buying  wheat  at  a  premium— 
The  effort  secretly  being  made  to  divert  the 
wheat  from  its  "natural  channel."'  And 
then  follows  ball  a  column  of  misrepresent- 
ation bountifully  sprinkled  with  the  salt  of 
figures  all  of  which  is  distorted  from  an 
inoffensive  little  article  that  appeared  iu 
the  EvESLNG  Hebald  some  days  ago.  The 
Journal  Bsy:  The  demand  tor  wheat  at 
Minnt-apolis  to  bo  to  the  outside  mills  has 
cut  flown  prospects  of  wheat  traders  at 
Duluth,  and  causing  much  uneasiness 
among  owners  of  the  large  elevators  there. 
Since  1881  the  Northwestern  yield  of  wheat 
has  gone  greatly  beyond  the  demand  for 
local  milling.  Two  years  ago  the  South- 
ern and  Eastern  milling  demand  not  hav- 
ing been  extensively  cultivated  by  Minne- 
apolis grain  men,  the  local  market  was  too 
small  to  take  care  of  the  overflow  and  a 
^arge  amount  of  it  went  to  Duluth.  The 
22enith  City  can  move  nothing  out  for 
abont  six  months  of  the  year;  the  elevator 
capacity  was  quite  limited  and  the  back 
flow  from  Minneapolis  soon  amounted  to 
more  than  Duluth  could  handle.  A  large 
amount  of  storage  has  since  been  added  at 
Duluth.  Now  there  is  abundance  of  eleva- 
tor room  with  no  wheat  to  occupy  it.
